Regarding claims 1 and 22 the entire prior-art combination disclosed fails to 
anticipate or render the claimed limitations of, determining to complete said 
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handover, wherein with said completion of said handover traffic communication is 
maintained via the uplink connection of the digital generally bi-directional 
communications service, wherein the traffic was communicated, prior to said 
handover, via the same uplink connection, in combination with all the recited 
limitations of the disclosed independent claims. 

Regarding claims 18, 20, 23 and 24 the entire prior-art combination disclosed 
fails to anticipate or render the claimed limitations of, determining to complete 
said handover, wherein with said user apparatus, said handover, wherein, with 
said completion of said handover traffic communication is maintained via the 
uplink connection of the cellular mobile data communication domain,, wherein the 
traffic was communicated, prior to said handover, via the same uplink 
connection, in combination with all the recited limitations of the disclosed 
independent claims.
